In Vermont 


An Andover man is heading a 
corporation planning a 3,000 acre 
development in Hartford, Vt. 

John L. Davidson is listed as 
president of Quechee Lakes, Inc., 
which will develop vacation and 
year-’round homes in the area, 
along with a golf course and ski 
areas. 

The area is located off Route 
89, a major expressway. 

The town has been described 
as a decaying mill village, which 
the corporation has purchased and 
planned for improvement. 

Among the plans is the creation 
of a lake in the center of the area. 

The plans represent over 
$1,000,000 in investment. 

Davidson has done considerable 
development locally in association 
with Phidias G. Dantos under 
Danton Realty Trust. The firm 
owns the Standard International 
building in Elm Square. It also 
owns commercial property on 
Main street, planned for devel- 
opment and has acquired the 
former Andover Playhouse 
property on Essex Street. 

The Vermont corporation and 
plans have.the approval of Law- 
rence Rockefeller, according to 
informed sources in the area. 

While Rockefeller does not have 
investment in the corporation, he 
has been acquiring property and 
developing it in the nearby town 
of Woodstock, Vt. 

Both communities are in the 
vicinity of Rutland, Vt.

Members of the Andover 
Chamber of Commerce were 
briefed on the proposed acquisi- 
tion of the former Playhouse pro- 
perty on Essex street and the Daly 
block on North Main street at a 
meeting Tuesday at the Bay State 
Merchants National Bank. 

The two properties are to be 
acquired for parking lots under 
an article in the town meeting 
warrant requesting $375,000. 

The Playhouse is owned by 
Danton Realty Trust, and the Daly 
block by Cyr Oil Co. The town 
rejected purchase of the theater 
property last year.

Construction Off To Good Start 


New construction was off to a 
fast start for the year, with a 
permit for a new warehouse, office 
and assembly plant totalling 
$1,240,000, issued in January by 
Building Inspector Arthur Peat- 
man.

6. Selectmen are central governing body of town with ultimate power 
over Public Works, Treasurer, Clerk, Planning Board, Tax Col- 
lector, Assessors, Welfare, Recreation, Health and Library 
Trustees. 


7. Town Manager responsible for efficient day to day operation of 
government.

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Editorial Comment 


Sarge In Charge 


We must take a moment to commend Gov. Francis W. 
Sargent on his veto of the legislative pay raise. 

Facing a Democrat superiority in the legislature, and 
probably knowing full well his veto would not be sus- 
tained, the governor put a veto on the 25 per cent wage 
hike the legislators awarded themselves. 

This, to us, was a performance which was meritorious. 
We mentioned in the editorial columns of the TOWNSMAN 
a few weeks ago that we hoped he would. 

We recall during his campaign for election to the post of 
lieutenant governor, his campaign slogan, ‘‘put Sarge in 


Charge.”’ 


Somehow, today, that slogan has become prophetic. 
Gov. Sargent has been plunged into a chaotic state of 


financial crisis, through fate. 


Former Gov. Volpe being appointed to a cabinet post, 
placed him in charge of the Commonwealth. 

He is faced with the burgeoning tax increases of the 
state. He is faced with irate taxpayers protesting the 
rising cost of local, state and federal taxes. He is faced 
with a legislature which by political persuasion would 
probably not completely acquiesce with his desires. 

All of this makes for a difficult decision when a legisla- 
tive pay raise bill is placed on the governor’s desk. 

Gov. Sargent probably echoed the TOWNSMAN’S feel- 
ings when he placed his veto on the measure. He said that 
probably the legislators were due an increase. In order 
for them to attain that, however, the size of the legisla- 
ture should be cut, and the increase should be less than 


the 25 per cent proposed. 


We feel this is commendable and agree wholeheartedly 


with the governor. 


Gov. Sargent has been portrayed as personable. A man 
who will have to work with difficult legislative aid. 

He has been described as a man who intends to get a 
job done when he untertakes it, such as in the department 
of public works, which he once headed. 

His most recent action in the veto of the pay issue ex- 
emplified that he has courage of his convictions. 

As we mentioned editorially, we felt the legislat ors took 
action on the pay issue at a most inopportune time. 

Gov. Sargent has apparently felt the same. 

Frankly, the Commonwealth’s chief executive has ex- 
pressed more than a political feeling about his new posi- 


tion in his initial efforts. 


We feel comfortable having, ‘‘Sarge in Charge.”

We feel that such gatherings are an excellent opportu-

The legislative pay raise. 
Governor Sargent had the 

courage to veto this measure. 

However it is a foregone con- 

clusion that the house will over- 

ride the veto. 

In California they have one leg- 
islator for each 232,000 population, 
The State of New York has one for 
120,000. In Ohio there is one for 
each 75,000 population. Here in 
Massachusetts we have one legis- 
lator for 22,000 population. 

California is one of the fastest 
growing states and one of the 
most progressive ones. 

We have 280 legislators. Why 
not cut this number in half. This 
would still give us one legislator 


for each 44,000 population. 

What would this mean in Tax 
savings? Right now we are pay- 
ing out 280 times $10,000--or 
$2,800,000 a year. Let’s say they 
get their pay raise. The house is 


cut in half. 140 times $12,000. - 
$1,750,000. A saving of over 
$1,000,000. 


But this is not all. I understand 
that each legislator has an ex- 
pense account, If we cut the num- 
ber of lawmakers we automatically 
cut the number of expense ac- 
counts. And this should amount 
to another tidy sum. The total 
savings should be well over amil- 
lion dollars, 

Governor Sargent is trying to 
modernize and streamline the State 


government. I think we all should 
give him our whole-hearted 
support.

comment that I feel reflects lack 
of consideration in depth. I refer 
specifically to the letter of Wolf 
Berthold. The mark of a good 
executive, selectman, finance 
committee member etc., lies in 
the ability to delve into the de- 
tails of a matter and judge those 
which are valid. Following this 
determination, then to examine 
the facts presented as required, 
to reject those that are embel- 
lished and to ultimately establish 
a realistic budget commensurate 
with accomplishment of the tasks 
that were originally judged as 
necessary. Put the burden of proof 
on those who would recommend 
expenditures to justify them inde- 
tail. 

To suggest a 10% budget reduc- 
tion across: the board because of 
difficulties of accurate estimation 
or the inclination to automatically 
include a ‘‘pad’’ is an equally 
inaccurate shot gun approach to 
resolving a question. Why 10% 
Would you believe 5%? Perhaps 
the advocate of a particular project 
erred in the other direction by 
failing to consider certain vital 
factors. 

If the project is a deserving 
one, it should be done properly or 
not at all, and it should be budgeted 
for in a reasonable fashion with 
awareness of the facts. This is the 
charge of the executive, the select- 
man, or committeeman. Under- 
runs are examples of good manage- 
ment and are to be turned back, not 
spent outside of the budget but 
utilized if necessary to compen- 
sate for the unexpected over runs 
on previously approved budgetary 
items.

Q. My child attends parochial 
school. Since I am paying her 
tuition to the church, isn’t 
this amount deductible as a chari- 
table contribution? 

A. No. A contribution is de- 
ductible only if made without any 
consideration or benefit coming 
to the donor. Since in your situa- 
tion your daughter is receiving an 
education, the amount paid is not 
a charitable contribution. 


Q. What can I do to speed up 
my refund? 

A, If you haven’t filed your 
return yet, there are some things 
you can do to help speed up a 
refund. These consist of checking 
your return thoroughly before 
sending it in, 

A return that is unsigned, which 
lacks a social security number or 
is. minus a W-2 form will have 
to be completed before it can be 
processed. This will naturally 
delay the refund. 

If you have already filed your 
return, the best thing to do is 
to wait patiently. 


Q. How do I report the gain 
on a _ stock split? I originally 
bought 10 shares. The stock 
‘was split 2 for 1. I now have 20 
shares. 

A. There is no gain on the 
split itself. Gain is reported 
only when the shares are sold or 
exchanged. To compute the gain, 
you must first reallocate your 
original cost over the 20 shares you 
own as a result of the split. For 
example: If the original 10 shares 
cost you $80 you must reallocate 
the cost to the 20 shares. This 
will result in a basis of $4 per 
share. If you then sold 8 shares 
at $6 per share, your gain would 
be $16. ($48-$32). 


Q. I hope you can enlighten me 
on the following. In 1968, my son 
received a $1.200 scholarship. 1! 
provided the rest of his support, 
about $1,000. CanI claim him as 
a dependent? 

A. Yes. The amount received 
as a scholarship for study at an 
institution which normally main- 
tains a regular faculty and cur- 
riculum and has a regularly organ- 
ized body of students in attendance 
is not taken into account in de- 
termining total support. Also, the 
scholarship generally is not tax- 
able to the redipient. 


Q. I ama little confused about 
income averaging. My 1968 income 
was $2,500 over the average of my 
past four years, due to commis- 
sions received on a large con- 
tract. CanI use income averaging 
to reduce the taxes onthis amount? 

A. No. Income averaging may 
come into operation when your 
1968 income exceeds one and one- 
third times the average of your 
prior 4 years income. However, 
this excess must be more than 
$3,000,

utes after birth. Canweclaim a 
full $600 exemption for the child? 

A. Yes, if your child was born 
alive, you may claim the full 
$600 exemption for him. This is 
true even though the child may 
have lived only momentarily. An 
exemption may not be claimed for 
a stillborn child. 


Q., Can you list the taxes which 
are deductible? 

A. Certainly. Deductible taxes 
include real property taxes, state 
income taxes, personal property 
taxes, state and local excise taxes 
and state and local gasoline taxes. 

Some examples of non-de- 
ductible taxes are: Federal 
income, social security, excise 
taxes, estate, gift or inheritance 
taxes, cigarette and meals taxes, 


auto licenses and tags. 


Q. I am computing my sick pay 
exclusion and I’m notusre whether 
or not to count a paid holiday as 
a sick day. Can you give me the 
correct answer? 

A. Certainly. If you are absent 
from work on a legal holiday 
occuring within a period of ab- 
sence caused by a personal in- 
jury or sickness, the pay you 
receive for the holiday qualifies 
as sick pay. However, if the first 
or last day of a period of ab- 
sence due to injury or illness is 
a nonworking legal holiday, the 
pay you receive for the holiday 
does nor qualify as sick pay. 


Q. My husband and I belong to 
the Golden Age Club, One of the 
other members told up that older 
people are entitled to various tax 
benefits. Where could! get inform- 
ation on these benefits? 

A, Publication $554 entitled: 
‘‘Tax Benefits for Older Ameri- 
cans” describes the special rules 
which apply. The booklet is avail- 
able free from your local Internal 
Revenue Servite Office.

Education Is Prime League Target 


(First in a Series) 

At the March town meeting the 
League of Women Voters of An- 
dover will work toward reducing 
class sizes by supporting the ad- 
ministration requests for addi- 
tional teachers and specialists, 
Mrs. George Sherrerd, pre- 
sident, has announced. With the 
obvious. need for more class- 
rooms the league will also support 
the plans for the classroam addi- 
tions to schools as requested in 
the town warrant. If the town 
meeting votes to start planning 
for these additions, the league 
will urge the school committee to 
design them with a view towards 
educational innovations and urge 
the use of flexible plans. 

Ever since the League of Women 
Voters was formed, 50 years ago, 
education has been of fundamental 
interest to leagues across the 
country. In Andover the League 
has studied many aspects of our 
town’s school system with wide 
membership participation in these 
studies. . 

A major undertaking and widely 
distributed publication printed in 
1964 was‘ ‘About the Public Schools 
of Andover.’’ This comprehensive 
booklet touched on every detail of 
our school system, and even after 
five years, much of this informa- 
tion is of great value to interested 
citizens. 

One of the recent League studies 
in 1965 was an in-depth examina- 
tion of opportunities, including 
education, available for the re- 
tarded children in Andover. A re- 
sult of this study is the decen- 
tralization of these classes into 
the new schools presently being 
planned and built. For example 
two classrooms will be provided 
at the Bancroft School for retarded 
children. 

In February 1966 a series of 
league meetings was held at which 
the members agreed unanimously 
that our Andover school system 


should strive for at least a maxi-

By Joyce B. Andrews 
Education Chairman 
League of Women Voters 
mum normal class size of 25 at the 
elementary level and toimplement 
the minimum. staffing ratios of 
the Willis-HarringtonCommission 
Report, namely 16.66 pupils to 1 
teacher at the Junior High and 
High School level. It was also 
agreed that our town should im- 
plement the other staffing ratios 
recommended in the report - 10 
non-classroom professionals per 
thousand at the elementary level 
and 15 non-classroom profes- 
sionals at the secondary level. 

Two studies were undertaken 
between 1966-1968, one on school 
buildings and the other a study 
of innovations in teaching methods. 
These involved visits to and dis- 
cussions with other school sys- 
tems. The League members agreed 
that. hew. scheol buildings in An- 
dover should provide space adapt- 
able tg new methods of teaching, 
flexible in design with open spaces 
and large and small groupinstruc- 
tion areas. Toward that end the 
League supported the Bancroft 
School concept and the addition to 
the West School. It. is also under 
this position that the League ex- 
pects to act this year. 

When a study has been under- 
taken, material presented to the 
membership, and consensus 
reached, action may then be taken 
wherever feasible. Sometimes this 
takes the form of town-wide edu- 
cation such as mailings or press 
releases or open meetings. Some- 
times the League distributes 
sheets at Town Meeting and argues 
its case before the microphones. 
Consensus positions are updated 
yearly. 

Each spring at the annual meet- 
ing of the Andover League the 
membership decides what areas 
will be studied in the forthcoming 
year. Last May a study item was 

on‘ Programs for children 
with special learning problems’’. 


MIX THEM OR 
MATCH THEM 


The local education committee has 
been investigating programs for 
the gifted, the physically handi- 
capped, perceptually handicapped, 
and emotionally disturbed. Meet- 
ings were held in November for 
discussion of Andover programs 
in these special areas, and this 
spring the committee expects to 
continue its study.
